NEW MAYOR CHOSEN 


P HILIP Glanville has been 
confirmed as the new 
Mayor of Hackney, 
after receiving 69 per 
cent of the votes in a by-election 
on 15 September. 

A ward councillor in Hoxton 
West for 10 years, he spent two 
years as Cabinet Member for 
Housing before becoming Deputy 
Mayor earlier this year. At 36, 
Philip is the youngest elected 
mayor in London. 

He said: “I’m thrilled to have 
been elected Mayor of Hackney. 

It is the most diverse, cultural and 
exciting borough in London, but 
more importantly it’s my home, 
and I want to make this a 
place where every resident 
has the chance to succeed and 
benefit from the changes that 


have happened over the last 
decade or so.” 

As Cabinet Member for 
Housing, he oversaw plans 
for 1,670 new homes for rent, 
shared ownership and low-cost 
ownership, set be delivered by the 
Council and its partners by 2018. 

As Mayor, Philip has committed 
to doubling the number of council 
homes built from 2018, and for 
Hackney to become the first 
borough in London to build 500 
‘living rent homes’, where no-one 
pays more than a third of their 
income in rent. 

He said: “Housing is the 
number one priority for so many 
people in Hackney. Too many 
of us are being priced out, too 
many are languishing on the 
waiting list for council homes, 


living in poor private rented 
accommodation and far too many 
desperate families are struggling 
in temporary accommodation. 

I’m proud of what we’ve achieved 
to date, but a key theme of my 
mayoralty will be to build on our 
record and do so much more.” 

Employment, skills and 
education are also a key priority 
for the new mayor. He said: 
“Hackney’s schools have been 
transformed and we now 
have some of the best in the 
country. I’m concerned about 
the impact the government’s 
education reforms might have 
on our education system. Forced 
academisation, cuts to funding, 
the return of grammar schools; 
in Hackney we’ve proven that 
measures like these aren’t needed 


to improve standards in education, 
and I intend to fight these. 

“We also need to ensure that 
we actively help young people 
into careers and that all residents, 
whatever their age, have the skills 
and support they need to get into 
employment, return to work or 
start a business.” 

He succeeds Jules Pipe, who 
resigned in July, after being 
appointed Sadiq Khan’s Deputy 
Mayor of London for Planning, 
Regeneration and Skills.

Raring to row at Lea 


F IVE times Olympic 
|old medallist Sir 
Steve Redgrave 
has opened a new 
£lmillion boathouse for 
rowers in the borough, in 
an event timed to coincide 
with the Paralympic 
Rowing Regatta in Rio. 

The sporting hero 
formally opened the 
new Lea Rowing 
Club boathouse on 10 
September, after £770,000 
was raised from donors and 
over £400,000 donated by 
members and friends. 

It is named after the late 
Jimmy O’Neill, former 
junior coach at Lea Rowing 
Club. The club, which has 
occupied the same site in 
Spring Hill since the 1860s, 
has produced Team GB 
rowers for the Olympic 
Games, as well as winners 
in the world famous 
Henley Royal Regatta and 
Cambridge versus Oxford 
boat races.

Captain, Richard Ellis, 
added: “The GB Rowing 
team had inspiring success 
in the 2012 and 2016 
Olympics and Paralympics. 
We now have a real 
grassroots legacy - from the 
Olympics in East London - 
to inspire future generations 
to take up the sport at 
all levels. We owe a huge 
debt of gratitude to all the 
funders without whom this 
would not be possible.”

Well Street Market hits its 
£ 80 k crowdfunding target 


THE Council is urging residents to follow some simple 
steps to avoid falling prey to those who may trick or con 
their way into a home, after it was reported that there 
was a 43 per cent increase in bogus caller crime in 
Hackney over the last year. 

Many criminals pretend to be from an official 
organisation, such as the Council or a utility company, 
or claim to be a tradesperson calling to carry out urgent 
repairs. These burglars succeed in gaining entry 
into a home because they are so believable. Often 
working in pairs, they use ‘distraction techniques’ to 
rob the property. 

As a result, the Council and police are encouraging 
residents to use a chain or spy hole before opening the 
door to strangers; ask for proof of identity; if unconvinced 
of the caller’s identity, don’t let them in, but ask them 
to come back later and arrange for a friend, relative or 
neighbour to be there, or call 1 01 .

T housands 

braved the rain to 
watch live music, 
join free yoga 
classes and cheer on the 
dog show at the fourth 
Chatsworth Road Festival. 

Now held annually, 
Chatsfest was first 
conceived by the 
Chatsworth Road Traders’ 
as a revival of the long 
defunct Hackney Marsh 
Fun Festival.

“I’m amazed at the number 
of people who have turned up 
this year; Chatsfest has grown 
every year with an expanding 
programme and more 
community involvement.”

I WAS always 

ambitious,” says Alex 
Noble. Adding: “I 
always knew I wanted 
to do big things. It’s just 
the process of figuring out 
how that’s been difficult.” 

His job title attests to 
this. He is an artist, stylist 
and fashion designer. From 
his Hackney home and 
workspace, he has created 
costumes for A-listers. 

His most recent creations, 
however, have been more 
democratic: t-shirts made 
from offcuts from fashion 
houses, sold at the Hackney 
Shop, run by the Council 
and Hackney Walk fashion 
hub. Forty per cent of the 
proceeds support a centre in 
Bangladesh for the children 
of garment workers. 

“Even as a kid I was 
interested in fashion and 


costume. It came from 
watching ‘Clash of the 
Titans’ and other sci-fi 
or mythological films. 

Plus, I grew up with my 
mum’s collection of Grace 
Jones records, so I always 
aspired to work in music,” 
he says. 

After studying 
womenswear at London 
College of Fashion he found 
a job at Selfridges, where 
he began creating window 
displays. Alex recalls: “It 
was an amazing experience. 
I learnt so much about 
business, from scheduling to 
ordering and more.” 

After two years he set up 
shop on his own, juggling 
the roles of stylist, designer 
and putting on exhibitions. 

If that sounds like a busy 
life, it’s because it was. 

“But when you are trying 
to get your name out, you 
really have to put the effort 
in,” he explains. 


Plus, it worked. Stylists 
began to take note of his 
work, and he found himself 
making costumes for 
increasingly high profile 
musicians. In 2010, while 
Alex was curating the 
exhibitions and shows at 
Dalston Superstore, Lady 
Gaga posed for cameras at 
the Brit Awards, holding a 
trio of awards and wearing 


a lace body suit that Alex 
had made. 

He worked for Vogue 
and Dazed and Confused 
as well as brands like 
Thierry Mugler and Diesel. 
He showed at London 
Fashion Week for three 
consecutive seasons, and 
even found time to put 
together a solo exhibition 
of his own art work at the 


londonnewcastle gallery. 

Ever ambitious, however, 
Alex began to feel restless. 
He recalls: “I felt I had been 
run into the ground by the 
fashion world. It can be 
such a bubble. I was putting 
everything into it, and 
trying to find time to sleep 
and eat as well, and still 
being perpetually skint. 
“The balance wasn’t right. 

I wanted to educate myself 
and be part of something 
more meaningful.” 

So, at the age of 32, he 
decided to put this aspect 
of his work to better use. 

In 2014, his new not-for- 
profit initiative EMG (or 
‘Everything Must Go’) 
launched its first ‘salvage 
tees’, t-shirts made of 
repurposed fabrics by 15 of 
London’s most interesting 
designers. Each was a one- 
off, composed of off-cut 
fabrics from fashion houses 
including Zandra Rhodes 


and Giles Deacon. They 
were sold to raise funds for 
charities. That summer they 
raised £3,694 to support the 
children of poor garment 
workers in Bangladesh. 

“I spent three weeks in the 
slums in Bangladesh. It was 
life changing,” says Alex. 

He has also been staging 
a return to music, working 
with singer Laura Mvula, 
for example. 

“It’s been a really joyful 
return to costume,” explains 
Alex. Adding: “I love EMG 
and making the t-shirts. 

But I need to exercise my 
avant garde madness as 
well otherwise the balance 
is all wrong.” 

Back to the juggling act 
once more, then.

Borrow a bike for £1 0 a month 

ALMOST 1 ,000 residents have used the Council’s cycle 
loan scheme since it launched two years ago. 

Under the scheme, residents can borrow a bike and 
accessories for one month, at a cost of only £1 0. Free 
cycle training is also provided, as well as route planning, 
security advice, and free repairs if anything goes wrong 
with the bike. 

The cycle loan scheme is perfect for anyone who wants 
to start cycling without a big upfront payment. At the end 
of the four week period, participants can buy the bike at a 
discount, with payments spread over three instalments. 
They can also give the bike back, and there is no 
commitment or pressure to buy. 

Residents Lisa Webb and her husband Tony recently joined 
the scheme, taking a bike each, plus a seat for their four- 
old-daughter, Ruby. 

Lisa, pictured with Ruby and her son Joe, said: “I joined 
the scheme as I have always wanted a bike, but they are 
very expensive, so this has been a great help. We have 
had so much fun with the bikes as a family on some lovely 
rides along the canal to Springfield Park. I don’t think I 
could live without a bike now, it’s really made a difference 
to our lives.”

T HE UK’s first litter 
lounge’, an outdoor 
living room built 
in Shoreditch High 
Street, has challenged 
people’s behaviour on 
responsible gum disposal. 

Part of an annual, 
nation-wide campaign by 
the Chewing Gum Action 
Group - Bin It Your Way 
- it was born from the idea 
that people would find 
it unacceptable to drop 
gum on the floor of their 
home, or down the back 
of the sofa. 

The pop-up however, 
asked passers by to drop 
their gum in its chic 
surroundings, challenging 
social norms. 

In August, the Council 
monitored gum litter in 


some of Hackney’s busiest 
streets. The results suggest 
that if every street is as 
busy, up to 1.6 million 
pieces of chewing gum 
are potentially dropped in 
the borough each month, 
which could add up to 
nearly 20 million pieces 
over the course of a year. 

Allison Ogden-Newton, 
chief executive at Keep 
Britain Tidy, said: 
“Littering is often seen as 
someone else’s fault and 
everyone else’s problem. 

“This latest idea is all 


about making people see 
their local streets as an 
extension of their own 
home, they don’t drop 
gum in their home, so why 
should they on the street?” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Sustainability, added: 
“While each piece of 
chewing gum is small, it 
is particularly difficult to 
clean. We were delighted 
to host the launch of this 
national campaign and 
hope it helps highlight the 


disgusting and selfish habit 
of spitting gum.” 

The annual campaign 
sees representatives from 
the chewing gum industry, 
the Government, Keep 
Britain Tidy and the 
Chartered Institution 
of Wastes Management 
working with councils and 
partners across the UK to 
reduce chewing gum litter. 

Last year’s campaign 
saw that reduced by an 
average of 48 per cent in 
participating areas.

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New technology alerts drivers of wheelchair accessible buses to cyclists 


on 22 new wheelchair 
accessible buses used to 
transport children with 
special educational needs. 

The buses have been 
fitted with a specialist 
cycle safety system called 
‘Cyclear’ and a camera that 
allows Council officers to 
review footage in the event 
of a traffic accident. 

The Cyclear system 


visually and audibly alerts 
drivers to the presence 
of cyclists. It also allows 
cyclists to know when the 
vehicle is turning left, as a 
second warning. 

Norman Harding, the 
Council’s Corporate Fleet 
Manager, said: “We have 
long recognised the need 
to take steps to improve 
the safety of cyclists and 


vulnerable road users. 
Cyclear is a reliable 
system and our drivers 
feel reassured to have the 
equipment on board.” 

The decision to install 
the technology on the new 
buses followed a year of 
extensive and successful 
testing. Hackney is the first 
local authority to install 
Cyclear on buses.

Key Stage 2 exam success 

PROVISIONAL data shows Hackney schoolchildren have 
performed very well in their Key Stage 2 exam results. 
The Key Stage 2 exams measure a child’s progress 
between the ages of seven to 1 1 . 

In 2009, Hackney was below the national average for 
the main primary school performance indicator, and 
in 201 1 , the borough was ranked as 73rd out of 1 50 
local authorities. 

There has been a steady increase in performance since 
then however, and current provisional data show Hackney 
schoolchildren are above the national average in every 
category, top five in some, and leaders in the percentage 
of children above the national standard for writing.

Children at Dalston nursery learn about the plight of the bumble bee 


CHILDREN at a Dalston 
nursery school have 
been busy bees, raising 
awareness about the 
species’ rapid decline. 

Zeeba Dalston, in Dalston 
Square, organised a month- 
long project for the children 
in its care, including activities 
focusing on the importance 
of honey bees and their 
conservation. The British bee 


population has declined at 
an alarming rate over the last 
few years, decreasing by a 
third since 2007. 

Children at the nursery 
went for walks through local 
parks, identifying different 
bee species. They conducted 
experiments with honey 
and made bee hives using 
recycled materials. 

They even dressed up 


as bees themselves, in a 
competition to find the best 
dressed bee in every class. 
Prizes included bulbs chosen 
to provide ideal habitats and 
food for urban bees. 

Lehanie Moller, the 
nursery’s manager, said: “I 
am a big nature lover and I 
am aware that the numbers 
of bees is declining. We 
are working with small 


children that will grow up 
to be the next generation 
and if we could play a 
small part in helping the 
bees’ conservation through 
education, I would like to be 
part of that.” 

Tegan Lenzi, four, added: 
“Dressing up as a bee was so 
much fun! We need to look 
after the bees by planting 
lots of flowers.”

The Hackney Archives team look back at 10 years of ‘history’

years ago this 
month the Hackney 
Archives team was 
approached by Jake 
Sumner, then the editor of 
Hackney Today, to write 
an illustrated article about 
the borough’s history, its 
people and places. 

The first article appeared 
on 25 September 2006 
and told the story of St 
Mary’s old church in Stoke 
Newington. Written by 
former Archives Manager, 
Libby Adams, the piece ran 
for about 200 words and 
had two small images, all

bottom corner of a page. 

Jake Sumner moved on 
and by early October a new 
editor, Michele Nevard, 
was in place. Thankfully she 
liked the idea of ‘Turning 
Back The Clock’, as the 
article was then known, and 
was keen for it to appear in 
every issue. 

So began a decade of 
research and writing by the 
Archives team to produce 
just under 250 stories 
covering all aspects and 


areas of the borough. 

Since Hackney Archives 
and Hackney Museum 
joined forces to create the 
Heritage Team, museum 
staff have also contributed 
to ‘Hackney History’ 
which, under current editor 
Jane Young, has become 
a regular whole page with 
multiple illustrations, and 
a double page spread at 
Christmas and for some 
other special occasions. 

During the 2012 London 


Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, Hackney Today 
published weekly and the 
history page kept up with 
this schedule with a series 
of articles relating to the 
history of sport in the area. 

The only time a history 
page has not appeared was 
in the issue of 27 April 
2015, when a large amount 
of material relating to the 
forthcoming general election 
needed to be published, 
forcing us to take a break. 

From that first article on 
St Mary’s we’ve looked 
at all sorts of architecture, 
from the ancient St 
Augustine’s Tower to the 
new Dalston CLR James 
Library where the Archives 
is now based; marked the

anniversaries of both world 
wars; the centenary of New 
North Road bridge; the 
50th anniversary of the 
Festival of Britain and that 
of Hackney Archives itself; 
tasted Clarnico sweets; been 
amused by Pollocks toy 
theatres; and dabbled with 
Reeves artists materials. 
There seems to be no end to 
the stories that can be found 
in our collections. 

Material held at the 
Archives and Museum 
always forms the bedrock 
of each article, and in the 
last few years we have 
focused more on the work 
of the Heritage Team, tying 
in with current events and 
exhibitions as well as telling 
tales from the past. 


There have been some 
fun moments, such as the 
tongue-in-cheek tussle with 
the Hackney Today team 
over the title of the article 
on dairy farming. ‘Stoke 
Mooington’ never did see 
the light of day. 

And then there was the 
elderly lady who rang 
up after having read the 
piece on the history of 
Shoreditch’s furniture 
trade and wanted us to 
reupholster her sofa for her. 

We’ve certainly 
thoroughly enjoyed 
producing the articles 
and the research involved 
has been invaluable, 
bringing unknown stories 
and resources to light 
and helping us form new 


partnerships with outside 
bodies when they have been 
highlighted. 

It has also led to the 
Archive receiving much- 
appreciated donations of 
documents and publications 
to add to the collections for 
future users. 

The page certainly seems 
to be popular with Hackney 
Today readers and has 
often been mentioned by 
new users as being the 
trigger that has sparked 
their curiosity and led them 
to visiting the Archives 
for the first time. So if 
you’re reading this and 
you’ve never yet set foot in 
Hackney Archives, think 
about what you might like 
to research, have a look at 


our website for guidance, 
then come along and meet 
the friendly faces behind 
10 years of the Hackney 
History page!

THIS tasty recipe for cream of fennel and celeriac soup comes from Dalston Eastern Curve 
Garden, at 1 3 Dalston Lane E8. 


Ingredients 

• Olive oil 

•2-3 garlic cloves 
•2 fennel heads 

• 2 medium celeriacs 

• 2 carrots 

• 1-2 potatoes 
•Herbs of your choice 

• 2 onions 

• 1-2 leeks 
•Vegetable stock 
•Salt and pepper. 

Method 

• Wash and chop all the vegetables 

• Heat the olive oil, add the garlic and then 
fennel, celeriac, carrots and potatoes cut 
into 3cm chunks 

• Add salt and some herbs of your choice, 
and cover and simmer for 1 0 to 1 5 mins. 
Add the onions and more olive oil if needed 

• Simmer for another 5 mins and then add 


the chopped leeks 

• Add enough stock to cover the vegetable 
mix and bring it back to a simmer. When 
everything is soft, remove any large woody 
herb stalks and liquidise, adding more stock 
and olive oil depending on how creamy you 
would like it. Season as required

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Philip Glanville, who is 
not a councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 
The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. 

Civic and ceremonial duties are undertaken by the Speaker of 
Hackney who is elected annually from among the borough’s 57 
councillors. The current Speaker is Cllr Rosemary Sales.

W HAT does Dolly Parton, 
Harlem in New York, and 
Barack Obama have to do 
with Hackney? Incredibly, 
they've all played a part in shaping the 
future of Pembury estate. 

Back in the day, rightly or wrongly, the

Pembury, in E5, was synonymous with many 
things, few of them positive. However, by 
the mid-noughties, years of hard work and 
investment by the community, estate owners 
Peabody and the Council were paying off. 

Then, in 201 1 , the Pembury was back in the 
headlines again, and once more it was for all 
the wrong reasons: the estate, built mainly 


between the '30s and '60s and home to more 
than 1 ,000 households, had become unfairly 
named in the London riots; those notorious, 
summer days of disorder sparked by the 
controversial police killing of Mark Duggan 
in Tottenham and which spread, quick-fire, 
into neighbouring boroughs and eventually 
across the country. 


Here, the flashpoints were in fact mainly 
outside Pembury estate but nevertheless, its 
reputation had once again been damaged and 
its community was in shock. 

So, when the dust finally settled and shock 
turned to contemplation, it was agreed that 
focus and action was again needed.

He takes part in meetings, helps out at events, 
undertakes charity work with the group, and is willing 
to do ‘whatever’s asked’ to help his local community. 
He said: “I just enjoy helping people.” 

The Youth Active Residents Group is made up 
of young people, aged between 1 5 and 25, who live 
in Council homes and estates. 

The group is used to consult young residents 
on issues in connection with housing, and build 
ways for young residents in all areas of Hackney 
to have their opinions represented directly within 
the housing service. 

Suliman’s dedication to others has been recognised 
by the Council, which named him Young Resident of 
the Year, at the housing service’s Active Residents 
Awards in May. 

Shanaz Begum Ali, from Empowered, which 
specialises in working with housing associations to 
support their young residents, nominated Suliman.

Steven 
Harvey may be a Jack-of- 
all-trades when it comes 
to the community garden 
he tends but it's time, 
he f s decided, to ask 
for some help. 

The 75-year-old has 
been near single-handedly 
responsible for the 
pensioners’ garden in 
Boscobel House estate, for 
nearly 30 years, during which 
time he has designed and 
built a greenhouse and trellis 
arch; planted, tended and 
nurtured dozens of varieties 
of flowers and shrubs; 
maintained the garden 
furniture; and positioned 
himself as gatekeeper and 
guardian of this oasis of 


calm for residents amid the 
hubbub of Hackney Central. 

“It’s non-stop,” he admits. 
Adding: “Once you think 
you’re finished with one 
project, something else needs 
tending to. I can’t do it all 
by myself anymore, it gets 
too much for me. I want 
to get the garden nice and 
I want people to come in 
and enjoy it.” 

The Council helps the 
pensioner by cutting back 
trees when he reguests it, 
and it also funds flowers, 
plants and eguipment, but 
Steven feels the garden 
should be looked-after by 
the whole community. 

“I would like people 
with [at least] medium 
experience, one or two 
people who can do things 


on their own. However, I’d be 
glad of any help I can get,” 
he said. 

The garden is a shady, 
pretty, secret gem at the 
back of the Boscobel blocks, 
adjoining Wilton Way, which 
you’d easily miss if you 
didn’t know it was there. It’s 
home to flowers as diverse 


as peonies, Canterbury bells, 
American lilac, roses, buddleia, 
and visited by grateful, 
wandering wildlife, including 
robins, jays, blackbirds, bees, 
and occasionally, damselflies 
and dragonflies. 

The garden was originally 
designed and laid out by 
the Free-Form arts group in 


1 986, specifically to cater for 
pensioners in the two blocks, 
and to complement the 
children’s playground 
and garden nearby. 

From the day he started, 
the plot became a pet project 
of Steven’s, whose love and 
knowledge of nature can be 
traced back to his childhood in 
East Anglia, and later honed 
by the famous horticulturist, 
Peter Seabrook, in the 1 960s. 

Steven explains: “I was a 
shopkeeper for Cramphorns, 
a nursery company. We were 
taught by [Seabrook] how 
to string together the Latin 
names of flowers and plants, 
and were trained so we could 
advise people who came into 
the garden stores.” 

For Steven, the garden is 
both a labour of love and a 


therapeutic outlet. 

Tve suffered depression 
and being out in the garden 
takes my mind off things. 

I’m out here most days, 
weather-permitting. 

“I like to see young things 
growing; I like to see the fresh 
buds, it’s a sign something 
is growing, of new life and the 
future,” he said.

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T ODAY Pembury estate residents are - 
by their own admission 
- happier and more positive - 
with nearly 75 per cent of those 
surveyed agreeing that in the five 
years since the riots, the estate 
had 'got better'. While, 85 per 
cent of people confirmed they 
felt 'positive', or 'very positive' 
about living there. 

But what’s changed? In 201 3, 
long-standing employment and 
youth work initiatives on the 
estate were strengthened, new 
pilot projects started and local 
partnerships built. 


This led to the formal launch last year of the 
Children’s Community programme. It’s based 
on a ‘cradle to career’ model - so-called 


because it offers a continuum of support 
for youngsters into adulthood - that was 
conceived in Harlem, one of Manhattan’s 
poorest neighbourhoods, 
and a scheme strongly 
backed by President Obama. 

In Pembury estate, 
housing association 
Peabody has been working 
with the Council and charity 
Save the Children on their 
own hugely ambitious 1 0- 
year version, based partly 
on the successes in Harlem. 
The vision is no small one: 
to directly improve the lives 


of the estate’s 900 children. 

The method is three-pronged, focussing 
on early years and primary school; secondary 
school and transition to adulthood; and 
support for parents. And it is honed by what 
residents on the estate say they need most. 

So far, this has ranged from childcare 
support; family literacy projects; homework 
clubs; one-to-one support into employment 
and training for young people; an estate- 
based employment service for older residents; 
and much more. 

It’s an approach that Tim Shields, the 
Council’s Chief Executive, described as 
‘helping children, young people and families 
on Pembury to gain skills, grow in confidence 
and get the best out of life’. 

Success stories are already starting to 
emerge a year on. Emmanuel, a single father 
who had been unemployed for more than 1 0 
years, was struggling when the team helped 
him to apply for a hardship fund, supported 
him to begin clearing his rent arrears, and 
helped him find work. 

“The adviser has been the only person who 
has helped me since I’ve had custody of my 
son six years ago. The team helped me find 
work so I am financially better off; I also now 
know what I am entitled to. Me and my son 
are both happier, our lives are better, I’ve got 
a job right on my doorstep that I love and 
I’m not sitting at home depressed anymore,” 
Emmanuel said. 

Stephen Howlett, Peabody Chief Executive, 
said the housing association had also been 
‘investing heavily’ at Pembury with the 
completion of more than 260 new homes and 
a new community centre. 

But what’s this all got to do with ‘9 to 
5’ singer Dolly? Her charity, Dolly Parton’s 
Imagination Library, sends a free book a 
month to nearly 1 60 under-fives on the 
estate. That’s certainly another thing to 
sing about.

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B ARACK Obama has sent a personal letter of praise to 
a young Homerton artist who gave the US President 
a gift of a large canvas painting depicting him on a 
billion dollar' bill. 

Kevin Gill, 20, initially wrote to former Prime Minister David 
Cameron asking him to pass on his dft x 2ft oil canvass - which 
took a year to paint and which represents progression, freedom 
and history - to Obama during a presidential visit in April. 

However, Kevin was told this was not possible and advised 
instead to contact the US embassy in London. A few days later 
Kevin - and his canvas - were summoned to a hotel close to 
the embassy, where one of Obama’s personal staff told him the 
President would be interested in the artwork. 

Kevin, who lives in Staveley Close in Jack Dunning estate, said: 
“She told me they liked it, that [President Obama] didn’t know 
about it yet, but she was sure it would make a great gift.” 

After a nervous four-month wait, Kevin, who went to the 
Urswick School, was awoken one morning by his mum, holding 
an envelope from the White House. 

In it, was a signed letter from Obama, who said he was 
‘moved by [Kevin’s] generosity’. The President added: “Though 
we all come from different traditions and communities, 

I believe nations and individuals are stronger when they 
work together.” 

“I was pretty excited,” said Kevin. Adding: “But more so, I 
was relieved that he had received it, liked it, and had got the 
message. It was strange to think he took the time to write to 
me, a kid from Hackney.” 

Kevin, who is being championed by Hackney street artist, 

Stik, is now working on a piece of art representing Barbadian 
freedom for the island’s Independence Day in November. 




Shared-ownership homes 
in largest timber building 

T he world's largest cross laminated timber building (CLT), being built 
in Dalston Lane, reached its peak this summer. 

The building is now at its tallest point, a milestone in construction, 
which was celebrated this month with a 'topping out' ceremony attended 
by Cabinet Member for Housing, Cllr Philip Glanville. 

This record-breaking building is also a greener alternative to traditional 
construction. The Dalston Lane project is calculated to save 2,dOO tonnes of 
carbon compared to a traditionally built block. 

Cllr Glanville said: “We need to build more homes in Hackney and this 
development with its use of timber construction joins a number of other timber 
buildings in the area, making us a world leader for timber construction. By using 
CLT, developers can speed up construction, make it more sustainable and less 
disruptive to the local community, and leading to the building of more badly 
needed high-quality homes on sites like this in Dalston.” 

The Dalston Lane project will provide significant residential capacity with 
101 homes for private rent, 1 5 homes for affordable rent and five for shared- 
ownership. The development also has over 3,d60 sqm of commercial space.

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COMMUNITY spirit is alive and well 
in Hackney. The borough’s 
pioneering Play Streets scheme 
- which enables residents to shut 
streets temporarily to traffic - has 
encouraged thousands of children to 
get outdoors and make the most of 
the space in front of their homes. 

The majority of sessions take place 
on residential roads, but Hackney 
Play wants to encourage residents 
on estates to set up sessions as well, 
or organise play events in parks. The 
benefits of children getting fresh air, 


playing freely and socialising are 
obvious, but there are other positives: 
parents say Play Streets help bring 
communities together, lead to local 
activism and more neighbourliness in 
an ever-changing borough. 

Allison Vitalis, who volunteers 
to organise play streets in Albion 
Drive, Haggerston, said: ‘‘The Play 
Streets sessions and street parties 
help to break down barriers, create 
opportunities and make people feel 
more comfortable.” 

Residents are encouraged to come 


out into their front gardens, or the 
street, to meet neighbours and join 
in the fun. Organisers have reported 
that older residents especially have 
benefited, as they get to know more 
people living in the area. 

Adult meet and mingle as the 
children play, helping break down 
any barriers that may have developed 
with such a diverse and evolving 
local population. There are also other 
benefits with residents setting-up 
street e-mail groups, helping elderly 
neighbours, and organising outings. 


Grace Shore Banks, who 
co-organises the play street in Albion 
Drive, said: ‘‘The penny drops that 
we’re all a community. I feel some 
responsibility for my community and 
the problems in it. If we can start with 
what’s in our street, then that can 
make a difference.” 

Roding Road resident and play 
street organiser, Anna Shepherd, 
added: “I feel exhilarated and inspired 
to be part of something that could 
be a game-changer, in terms of 
changing the way people live together 
in neighbourhoods.” 

The Council funds Hackney Play 
Association to offer free help to 
residents who want to set up a play 
event. The team supports those 
already taking part and promotes 
the idea to parents across Hackney, 
with particular focus on helping more 
people in estates to get involved. 

Some residents are using a 
different approach, coming together 
to play and chat in public spaces 
without shutting the road. Parents 
from Woodberry Down estate started 
a monthly session in July and a 
resident in the Suffolk estate has 
been doing it for more than two years. 
Hackney Play Association provided 
start-up support with play workers, 
a box of play equipment and help 
promoting the sessions. 

In late July, families from Upper 
Clapton and Stamford Hill came 
together for a play streets-themed 
session in Springfield Park with tug-of- 
war, Connect 4, hula-hooping, skipping 
and other games for children, plus 
refreshments and socialising for adults. 

The event was supported by the 
Ihsan Children’s Centre and Hackney 
Housing, together with Hackney Play. 

Play streets have undeniably been 
popular with residents. There are 


currently 43 streets taking part. In 
201 4/1 5, 205 play street sessions took 
place, enabling more than 400 hours 
of play and neighbourly fun, involving 
more than 800 families. 

Several primary schools and a 
children’s centre are also taking part, 
running sessions after the school day 
ends. The Finsbury Park Homeless 



Families Project recently held a session, 
and a church in Clapton takes part too. 

Gerry Tissier, of Roding Road, helps 
to organise a fun day at Daubeney 
Fields. He said: ‘‘There’s quite a big 
divide between people who live in 
the two housing estates, Clapton 
Park and Kingsmead, and people 
from outside the estates, and the 
boating community. The fun day 
helps break that down. It’s about 
creating virtuous circles where there 
used to be vicious ones.”

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L ANDMARK plans to build 400 modern, high-quality 
homes to replace derelict land on a Clapton housing 
estate are set to be submitted by the Council as part 
of its ambitious regeneration programme. 

The proposals for Nightingale estate would transform a two- 
hectare area of vacant land into a mix of homes for social rent, 
shared-ownership and private sale following years of detailed 
consultation with residents. 

Marking the final stage of estate regeneration, the 
£200million scheme would complement more than 300 
affordable homes already built by award-winning housing 
association Southern Housing Trust, along with nearly hOO 
more refurbished Council homes. 

Other highlights include improvements to public spaces 
across the estate, with new trees, lighting and playgrounds, as 
well as a new community centre, cafe and retail space. 

The project forms part of the Council’s estate regeneration 
programme, which is one of the UK’s biggest, and will see 
nearly 3,000 new homes on 1 8 estates, replacing old Council 
homes that are uneconomical to repair. 

This unique self-funding programme will result it at 
least half of the new homes being available for genuinely 
affordable social rent and shared-ownership, with some homes 
for outright sale to help pay for them in the absence of any 
government funding. 

The Council has submitted the scheme to Hackney’s 
independent Planning Authority, with construction set to begin 
late next year, subject to permission being granted. 

The long-term scheme saw five Council tower blocks 
demolished to make way for the new homes. In total, the 
regeneration of the estate will have delivered more than 750 
new homes when complete. 



New ways of working will see cleaner estates 


MECHANICAL sweepers are 
out and about on estates to 
help improve the look and feel 
of outdoor areas, as part of a 
series of changes the Council 
is making to how estates are 
cleaned, in order to improve 
cleanliness and create a more 
pleasant environment. 

Estates will keep dedicated 
cleaners and internal cleaning 
arrangements will remain the 
same for now. 


However, estate cleaners are 
now supported by vehicles that 
remove litter and dirt from roads 
and paths, as well as specialist 
crews who are able to deal with 
problem issues, such as graffiti, 
fly-tipping and bulky waste. 

Smaller blocks will continue to 
receive daily visits from a mobile 
cleaning team as well as support 
from tipper vehicles and staff. 

Kim Wright, Group Director, 
Neighbourhoods and Housing, 


said: “Hackney is well-known 
for having clean streets and we 
want to bring our estates up to 
the same standard. 

“We’ve begun to make some 
key changes to tackling the long- 
standing issue of fly-tipping, 
which we know has been a 
problem on estates for years. 

This next phase of work 
will see us introduce specific 
measures to deal with problems 
that residents have asked us to 


prioritise, particularly around 
the frequency, completeness 
and standard of the services 
delivered.”

Report power cuts with new, free number 


RESIDENTS can call a new, free 
phone number - 1 05 - to report 
or get information about a power 
cut. It will put you through to your 
local electricity network operator, 
the company that manages the 
cables, wires and substations that 
bring electricity into homes and 
businesses. 

1 05 is a free service and you can 
call the number from most landlines 
and mobile phones. It doesn’t matter 
who you choose to buy your electricity 
from, anyone can call 105. 

Research by Energy Networks 


Association found that 72 per cent 
of people don’t know who to contact 
during a power cut, with many wrongly 
thinking they should call the electricity 
supplier they pay their bill to. 

In England, Scotland and Wales, 
there are six Distribution Network 
Operators (DNOs) that operate in 
different geographical regions and 
several Independent Distribution 
Network Operators (IDNOs) that 
operate across regions. DNOs 
and IDNOs are each responsible 
for ensuring that homes and 
businesses have electricity 24 hours 


a day, 365 days a year. 

1 05 is just one of the ways you 
can contact your network operator. 
They can still be contacted directly 
by phone on their 0800 number or 
via their website, and most can be 
reached through social media too. 

You can also call 1 05 if you spot 
damage to electricity power lines 
and substations that could put 
you, or someone else, in danger. 

If there's a serious immediate risk, 
call the emergency services too.
